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A Grumble from the Millwright.

It seems as if a millwright has been 
known to grumble before this. In fact, 
many of them have cause te do so, and to 
grumble clear up to the limit. Take a case 
in point: Certain charges have been agreed 
upon between the millwright and the 
owner, and a schedule of material therefor. 
with kind, quantity and quality of each 
different item plainly specified, is handed 
in to the office. When the material comes 
to the shop and an entirely different lot of 
stuff is received than was ord-red—then it 
is expected that the millwright will put on 
an angelic smile, whistle his iveliest tune 
and spend such a very pleasant evening 
and half the night in trying to adapt the 
inferior material received to the work to be 
done, with as little loss as possible. The 
millwright is never expected to grumble 
when such cases occur so very frequently. 
Oh, no; but he does grumble and I don’t 
blame him a bit. 

Again: A lot of work is all laid out and 
the men started upon its execution. During 
the temporary absence of the millwright a 
whim strikes the superintendent or the 
owner, and he proceeds stra ghtway to 
tangle up the work of the mechanics by 
starting them upon work at his new ideas, 
regardless of the plans of the millwright, 
who, having carefully studied the whole 
matter from beginning to end, has laid out 
the work so it could be done at least cost to 
the owners. 

Perhaps the changes so suddenly made 
involve the purchase of or a change in heavy 
shafting, machinery and belting, yet I have 
seen it frequently done without even consult- 
ing the millwright, who is supposed to have 
such matters in hand, and who has to stand 
in the breach when the owner's changes fail 
to connect as he thought they would. 
Then the poor millwright catches it hot 
and heavy, but if he grumbles a little, in- 
stead of cussing the whole management, 
why then he has committed a cardinal sin— 
in the estimate of said management. - 

Another cause for grumbling is the habit 
of some managers of not giving orders 
through the millwright, but to the first man 
they meet. It does not elevate the moral 
standard of a man, or smooth previously 
ruffled feelings, to find.gmen working on 
something different from what was given 
them, and then be met with the ready ex- 
cuse: ‘* The ‘ super’ told me to do it.” 

This way is habitual with some mana- 
gers, and the opinion held of them, if ex- 
pressed in English by their foremen, would 
not look at all well in print. Besides the 
moral demoralization, this habit leads to 
other things. The foreman is never sure 
that his plans will be permitted to be car- 
ried out, and therefore is led to the neces- 
sity of consulting with the superintendent 
upon very trivial matters, which seemingly 
do not amount to much, but changes in 
which, if made after the work commenced, 
lead to a good deal of trouble and ex- 
pense. 

The very necessity of this ‘‘ petty con- 
sulting” soon leads the foreman into trouble. 
He is met on some day when things have 
evidently gone wrong ‘‘ on the carpet ” with 
the remark: ‘‘Can’t you settle that your- 
self and not bother me with it? I am sick 
of having every little thing brought here to 
take up my time.” To be sure the foreman 
can settle such things by himself, and he is 
perfectly capable of doing so and only tov 
glad to do it, too, provided the superin- 
tendent will let it alone after it has been so 
settled. There is nothing which makes a 
man look for another position so quickly as 
to have such things continually occurring. 

It is a costly habit, too. The men who 
are thus ordered direct from the office see 
that their foreman’s orders are only ‘‘ sec- 
ond rate,” and find that he is not foreman 
in fact. They soon lose respect for him 
and fail to carry out such orders as he does 
give. 

It is a sorry day when orders are changed 


except through the foreman. The excuse 
offered for such interference is an old one, 
but it is worthless. Itis: ‘tI hadn't timeto 
hunt up the foreman and explain to him how 
I want the work done, so I told the man and 
set him to doing it.” This is a most mis- 
taken idea, and just raises the devil with 
the whole corps of workmen. They see 
that their foreman ‘‘is not the boss,” and 
his influence over them, due to respect, is 
lost forever. The superintendent's proper 
course was to have told the man that there 
might be a change in that work, and to see 
his foreman before going further with it. 
Then the man and his foreman would have 
paid immediate at- : 
tention to the mat- 
ter of looking up 
the affair with 
headquarters, and 
the superintendent 
would not even 
have lost the time 
necessary to tell 
the man how to do 
the work. 

Imagine the feel- 
ings of a foreman 
who, after getting 
a gang to do work 
according to his 
ideas, comes 
around and finds 
some grinning imp 
doing exactly con- 
trary to his orders. 
Imagine also his 
feelings when he 
verypromptly 
pulls that impu- 
dent cuss over the 
coals, and is met 
with the reply, set 
in a bigger grin: 
**Old man's orders, 
sir!” 

In such cases the 
man who wouldn't 
promptly say 
‘**D— the super” 
isn’t worthy being 
called a mechanic 
or of filling the 
position of a fore- 
man. Sometimes 
the case is exactly 
opposite and the 
superintendent is 
the man who 
shouid grumble, 
and with good 
cause, too, but the 
tendency is to cut 
right in and ignore 
the presence of the 
millwright or fore- 
man, a very easy 
thing to do unless 
a good deal of care 
is taken to use a 
little red tape in 
the matter, and a 
thing which surely leads to serious trouble 
if persisted in. 

Perhaps in no case have both the mill- 
wright and superintendent better cause to 
grumble than in estimating repairs. This 
is one point where both can meet on com- 
mon ground. Whenchanges or repairs are 
to be made some estimate of cost is abso- 
lutely necessary, and speaking as one who 
has been for years in the business I know 
of no way whereby paper mili repairs, and 
especially changes, can be accurately esti- 
mated. It is comparatively easy to make a 
close estimate of what certain things will 
cost, but it is the other work which comes 
along—the extra things that could not be 
foreseen that makes the cost exceed the 
estimate. A very good rule, but one which 
is sure to cause some grumbling, is as fol- 
lows: ** Make a good liberal estimate of 
what the work should cost, add one-third 
for extras, and then double the amount 
and you will come pretty close to the exact 
figure.” 


It is not, therefore, the work to be done 
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that causes grumbling about an estimate, 
but it is the work that cannot be foretold. 
No man can be safe in making an estimate 
on repairs unless he figures enough to re- 
build the whole mill. Even then the grum- 
ble comes just the same, and as it is a sure 
thing it perhaps makes little differénce 
whether the growl is because the estimate 
is too little or too big. 

The only course for a millwright in this, as 
in the cases first noted, is to do his work 
in the best light of his ability and experi- 
ence and then let the grumbling go as a 
‘matter of course, as a sort of necessary evil 
which always accompanies affairs of this

kind. It is not pleasant an] does no good;

Commercial Law Points. 





(Carefully compiled from the latest decisions of 
the highest courts.) 


It is only the individual share of a part- 
ner, after all the affairs of the firm have 
been fully settled, that can be taken and 
applied in the payment of his individual 
debts. 

The fact that the parties to an oral agree- 
ment expected that a written contract, em- 
bodying the same terms, would afterward 
be signed does not prevent the oral con- 
tract from taking effect. 

Where a tenant with the right to remove 
fixtures erected by him accepts a new lease 
without reservation of such right, and not 
in extension of the old lease, the right to 
remove such fixtures is lost. 


A Paper Pulp Sereen. 


There is illustrated on this page a paper 
pulp screen for which a patent has just 
been granted. 

Fig. lisa top view of the pulp screen, 
the screen partly broken away to show the 
inclined divisions in the trough ; Fig. 2, a 
side elevation of the same; and Fig. 3, a 
section on line X X, Fig. 1, the screen 
shown as entire. The invent on has for its 
object to prevent the meshes or perforations 
in a paper pulp screen from becoming 
clogged with pulp, by passage of air through 
one-half the meshes in alternate and oppo- 
site directions, and 
also to prevent the 
accumulation of 
“strings” of sol- 
idified pulp hang- 
ing from. the bot- 
tom of the screen, 
which, dro pping 
into the bottom of 
the vat, do not 
amalgamate with 
the semi-fluid pulp, 
but cause irregu- 
larity and breaks 
in the paper when 
the pulp is made 
into paper. 

The invention 
consists of a bot- 
tomless trough di- 
vided by one or 
more vertical lon- 
gitudinal parti- 
tions and inclined 
transverse _parti- 
tions, the alternate 
rows of spaces 
formed by the div- 
isions inclining in 
opposite direc- 
tions, a screen 
within said trough 
and above said div- 
isions, and means 
for reciprocally 
agitating the 
trough, so that 
when moving in 
one direction the 
correspon dingly 
inclined series of 
divisions will force 
the air upward 
through the meshes 
and the reversely 
inclined series of 
divisions will suck 
through the 
meshes above 
them, and when 
the trough moves 
in the opposite di- 
rection a _ vice- 
versa air action 
through the screen 
meshes is pro- 
duced. 

A is the vat which receives the screened 
pulp, and A’ an opening in the side to re- 
move the pulp. 

B isa bottomless trough mounted partly 
within and partly above the vat, preferably 
by a spring C at each end, the ends of the 
springs thickened to rest in bearings D, 
secured to the corner posts E, which sup- 
port the vat, so that the trough can be 
shaken reciprocally in a short, tremulous 
motion by suitable mechanism. 

The trough B is divided longitudinally 
by one or more vertical partitions B’, and 
subdivided by transverse partitions B?. 
One half of the number of said partitions 
B2 incline in one direction, and the other 
half in the opposite direction, said parti- 
tions and divisional spaces forming an open 
bottom to the otherwise bottomless trough. 

F is a screen lying on the partitions, and 
through the meshes or perforations of said 
screen the pulp passes into the vat below 
when the trough is agitated reciprocally. 

The trough is reciprocated by any suit- 
able mechanical means, preferably by pit- 
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men K K’, one at opposite sides, connected 
to eccentrics L L' on a shaft P, journaled 
in bearings supported by the end posts E 
and carrying a cone pulley M. A cone 
pulley N is journaled below the same and 
carries a fly wheel R, and said pulleys are 
connected bya belt Q for adjusting the 
speed. 

The trough above the screen is filled 
with the semi-liquid pulp to be screened 
and the trough agitated reciprocally. 
When the trough moves in one direction 
the air in spaces G, which incline in that 
direction, will move upward and clear the 
perforations or meshes covering said divi- 
sional spaces, and the other divisional 
spaces, H, will cause suction through the 
perforations or meshes above them and 
prevent the formation of strings of solidi- 
fied pulp accumulating on the bottom of 
the screen and dropping into the vat, to the 
injury of the paper when made. 

When the trough is reciprocated in the 
opposite direction the divisional spaces G 
will suck and the divisional spaces H blow 
through the meshes of the screen. The 
sucking spaces become blow spaces at the 
return motion of the trough. 

The trough may be divided into in- 


clined divisional spaces by any preferred 


arrangement of partitions.

Power of a Partner to Bind Firm 
by Sealed Instrument.

The legal effect given to an instru- 
ment in writing under seal is understood 
by few,and while many of the old dis- 
tinctions between sealed and unsealed in- 
struments have been done away with by 
statute or abandoned in practice, yet that 
one partner cannot bind his copartners by 
any instrument under seal is a general 
rule firmly established, and we believe not 
questioned by any decision, either in Eng- 
land or America. In the leading case, de- 
cided by the Court of King’s Bench, in 
1797, Lord Kenyon said:” It would bea 
most alarming doctrine to hold out to the 
commercial world, for if one partner could 
bind the others by such a deed it would 
extend to the case of mortgages, and would 
enable one of the partners to give a fa- 
vored creditor alien on the estate of the 
other partners.” 

The same point had been decided ten 
years earlier in this country, when the 
president of the court in Pennsylvania 
said: ‘* There can be no doubt that in the 
course of trade the act of one partner is 
the act of both. There is virtual authority 
for that purpose mutually given by enter- 
ing into partnership, and ineverything that 
relates to their usual dealings each must 
be considered as the attorney of the other ; 
but this principle cannot be extended to 
embrace objects out of the course of trade. 
It does not authorize one to execute a 
deed for the other; this does not result 
from their connection as partners; and 
there is not a single instance in the books 
which can countenance such an implica- 
tion.” 

The different conditions existing in this 
country, and the changes in the laws, have 
modified the stringent rule, for it was held 
by the courts in New York that while one 
partner cannot make a sealed ingtrwrient, 
even though it be necessary in the usual 
course of business of the firm, unless au- 
thorized by the other partners, yet such 
authority need not be given expressly or 
under seal, but may be implied from the 
nature of the business or the conduct of 
the partners. And it may now be taken as 
the settled law in most of the States that 
either previous authority to a partner or 
subsequent ratification will make his deed 
valid to bind the firm, and that such au- 
thority or ratification may be by parol. 

Some of the American cases sanction the 
English rule (founded on ancient decisions 
that the same piece of wax might serve for 
the seals of several obligators), that if the 
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deed was sealed by one in the actual pres- 
ence of the other it would bind both. It 
has also been held that where there are 
more signatures than seals the court will! 
presume that several of the parties adopted 
the same seal, but this presumption may ve 
rebutted by evidence, and it will then be a 
question for the jury whether the instru- 
ment is sealed by all. And if the signature 
be in the firm name onJy, it will be pre- 
sumed to be the several signature and seal 
of all the parties, but open to rebuttal by 
plea and evidence as in other cases. 

It is to be borne in mind _ that 
the instrument under the foregoing 
rule must have been made in the 
firm name and purport to be the act of the 
firm. For if the partner, though author- 
ized to execute a deed in the partnership 
name, does in fact make it in his own name 
merely, it will bind himself only, and will 
moreover merge the firm debt if the latter 
be on a simple contract, so as to discharge 
the other partners. And the same effect 
will follow according to the authority of 
some cases if the partner signing the firm 
name is not authorized todoso. Insuch 
case the suit should be against the party 
signing, as on his individual obligation. 

It is, however, well settled, both in Eng- 
land and this country that one partcer 
may release a debt by sealed instrument, 
and he may also authorize an agent, under 
seal, to release. So he may sign a com- 
position deed with a debtor of the firm. 
The reason that a release is good is stated 
by Kent to be that the deed is good as to 
the party signing, and a release by one of 
joint creditors is good as toall. A second 
class of cases where one may bind his firm 
by sealed instrument is where the act 
would be binding though the document 
were not under seal, and the addition of 
the seal will not vitiate it. 

In conclusion we may say that a sealed 
instrument is not valid against the firm 
where it creates a new liability, unless it is 
one that could have been created without 
seal, or unless it was authorized previously 
or subsequently ratified by the other part- 
ners; and such authority or ratification 
may be by parol, and may be inferred from 
the acts of the parties or the course of the 
business. 


Correspoudence.

Watertown, N. Y., May 8, 1897. 

There is sunshine in the air and other 
reminders of ‘‘ gentle spring,” and the pulp 
and paper manufacturers have a feeling 
permeating their souls that if prices are 
not way up and trade not in the very best 
of condition, still they are happy in the 
thought that fishing is once more permissi- 
ble and they can forget business troubles 
in trying to hook the wary trout in the 
mountain streams of the Adirondacks. The 
reports from the streams, ponds and lakes 
are very good so far as the catches are con- 
cerned. E. A. Jenny, the pulp manufac- 
turer at Oswegatchie, was in the city last 
week with a fine basket of trout he had 
taken at Star Lake. Other catches very 
fine and large are also reported. This is 
said to be the best opening of the trout sea- 
son that has occurred in northern New 
York in many years. Trade matters have 
succumbed to the fishing craze, and the 
boys are enjoying the sport of casting flies 
for the gamest fish in the world—the 
mountain brook trout. 

The change of S. A. Upham from the 
C. R. Remington & Son Company’s mill 
to the Brownville Paper Company, with 
the Messrs. Gamble, was somewhat of a 
surprise to his friends. The Brownville 
company has secured a good man, and 
both that mill and the Globe Mills, which 
are operated by the same company, will 
see some changes. It is expected that the 
output will be run up to 30 tons a day. 

The log drives are practically ended. 
The last rain did the finishing business 
and the last log was run down this week. 
As a consequence all the streams in the 
neighborhood of the mills have their 
banks covered with spruce logs ready for 
the saw and barker. The booms have all 
been placed and there is little chance of 
any number of logs getting away. 

The question of preserving forests has 
been pretty generally discussed among the 
trade since the Governor’s Forest Preserve 
bill became a law. I was talking with a 
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member of the tra’ who has been post- 
ing himself on the situation generally. 
He did not care to have his name used, 
and at his personal request I omit it. 
‘* There is one fact which I have learned,” 
said he, *‘since I began making an inves- 
tigation with the matter, and that is that 
ex-President Cleveland, on the recommen- 
dation of Secretary Francis and a forestry 
commission of the National Academy of 
Sciences, signed and promulgated thirteen 
proclamations establishing thirteen addi- 
tional forest reservations, containing an 
aggregate area of 21,379,840 acres. The 
report of the Forestry Commission to Sec- 
retary Francis, and his report to the Presi- 
dent, give interesting and valuable infor- 
mation concerning this important execu- 
tive act. An appropriation of $25,000 was 
made by Congress to enable the Secretary 
of the Interior to meet the expenses of 
an investigation and report by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences on the inau- 
guration of a national forestry policy for the 
timber lands of the United States. Under 
the authority of this act and with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Interior, 
Professor Wolcott Gibbs, president of the 
National Academy of Sciences, appointed 
acommission consisting of Prof. Charles 
S. Sargent, director of the Arnold Arbo- 
retum at Harvard University ; Gen. H. L. 
Abbott, of the United States Engineer 
Corps; Prof. William H. Brewer, of Yale 
University ; Arnold Hague, of the United 
States Geological Survey; Alexander 
Agassiz and Mr. Gifford Pinchot, the presi- 
dent of the academy being ex officio a 
member of the commission. This commis- 
sion made the recommendations to the 
Department of the Interior, and, acting on 
these, the President made his proclama- 
tions. The present total reservation, in- 
cluding what had previously been made of 
secured forest land, approximates some 
39,000,000 acres. Now when the Cana- 
dians say that there is no spruce in the 
United States, and talk about export duty 
on their own, they are talking through 
their hat. That’s what my investigation 
has amounted to.” 

Quite an accident occurred at the Brown- 
ville Paper Company’s mills the other day 
which had the effect of startling some of 


the employees not a little. A portion of 
the roof on the machine room fell in with- 
out any warning while the machine was in 
operation, and several employees were in 
the room. Fortunately for all, the roof fell 
only part way, so that none of the ma- 
chinery was touched nor anyone injured. 
The débris has been cleared away and a 
new roof is being put on. The accident 
did not interfere with the running of the 
machine. , 

The Outterson Paper Company is having 
trouble again with its flume. The high 
water caused a break again at the same 
place as when the freshet occurred. The 
mill was forced to run on half time while 
the flume was being repaired. 

It looks now as if the Forest Preserve 
Board was going to be an exclusive and 
ultra social sort of affair. It has had 
two or three meetings in Albany. Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Woodruff has turned his 
private office into a meeting place for him- 
self and the two other commissioners. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has been chosen presi- 
dent of the board and Col. Selden E. Mar- 
vin, Jr., of Albany, secretary. The board 
had a conference with the Governor to learn 
his ideas regarding the solution of the ques- 
tion of preserving the Hudson River water 
shed. The Lieutenant-Governor went to 
Rochester last week with Commissioner 
Babcock as his guest for a few days, and 
will inspect the State fish hatchery at Cale- 
donia while there. It is the intention of 
the board to secure the services of Colonel 
Fox, of the Fisheries, Game and Forest 
Commission, the expert on forest lands, and 
be advised by him in its purchases. 

Walter Tyler, a member of the firm of 
Tyler Brothers, was quite severely injured 
last week while unloading a heavy paper 
mill screen from an automatic crank wagon 
at the front of the Harmon Machine Com- 
pany’s works on Factory street. Mr. Tyler 
slipped, and the screen fell on his right arm, 
badly crushing it. The men who were 
working with him and some of the Harmon 
men rushed to his help. Mr. Tyler was 
taken home and his arm dressed. 

The famous De Camp tract of forest land 
has been leased to Eugene Scrafford, an 
Adirondack guide who leases the shore land 
for camping and hunting lodges. This is 








the land over which there was so much liti- 
gation. 

The Messrs. Outterson & Ball Brothers 
tissue paper mill at Carthage is getting a 
good deal of attention these days, and the 
second machine is being rapidly placed in 
position. 

High Falls is to have electric power. The 
contract to build the dam has been let to 
the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Com- 
pany, of Dayton, Ohio. This dam is to be 
175 feet long and 24 feet high. Thecontract 
also calls for building the power house,

It will no doubt 
prove a strong combination, and I feel safe 
in predicting a successful business for these 
wide-awake, competent gentlemen.

The wholesale merchants are already be- 
ginning their Saturday half holidays, which 
will continue until the last Saturday in 
September. This means a great deal to 
employees, who will have an opportunity to 
get a respite once a week and enjoy the cool 
fresh breezes of the parks which is not al- 
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lotted to many who are cooped up in the 
immense brick structures all day. 

The stockholders of the Missouri Paper 
Company will hold their annual meeting 
May 7, when they will elect new officers and 
a new board of directors. 

The Central Trades and Labor Union had 
an eight-hour demonstration at Hoehn’s 
Grove on Sunday, when ex-Gov.

Waite, of Colorado, delivered a stirring ad- 
dress on the subject of the eight-hour move- 
ment.

MIAMI VALLEY. 
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DAYTON, Ohio, May 7, 1897. 


Conditions have changed very little since 
last week, unless for the worse. 

The wretched and unseasonable weather 
contributed its share toward depressed con- 
ditions. A snow storm in the month of 
May, when straw hats and linen dusters are 
usually worn, is a luxury free of duty, but 
fraught with all the ills flesh is heir to. The 
weather man is expected to redeem himself 
this week. 

Paper-stock circles are not as ecstatic 
over the present situation as most of the 
mill men who have confided their streak of 
good business fortune. A gentleman di- 
rectly associated with the stock trade, who 
has been at one stand under the tutelage 
of his father for more than fifteen years, 
states that the business was never in a 
more uncertain condition, and that in his 
opinion it will require several years to 
smooth out the wrinkles of the panic. 

The same manufacturers who informed 
the writer of the decided impetus to trade 
about two weeks ago are now talking 
slowly and thinking almost audibly. There 
is not particularly a slump in trade, but the 
situation is less active. It is generally con- 
ceded that as long as the tariff discussion 
and the foreign uneasiness continue, 
just so long will business drag on its 
haunches. Tradesmen must await a pacific 
and cool-headed settlement merely with the 
knowledge that ‘‘what cannot be cured 
must be endured.” 

Friends of the Adams-Jewett Company, 
of Cleveland, and of the Adams Com- 
pany, Chagrin Falls, will be glad to hear 
of an amicable adjustment of their affairs. 
It is thought here that the second propo- 
sition made by them to their creditors 
will meet with more favorable considera- 
tion. However, nearly all transactions 
relating to the affairs of the concern in its 
present dilemma have taken place in New 
York and little is known here. 

C. H. Young, of the 42tna Paper Com- 
pany, formerly the White Paper Company, 
says that the rush of business in writings, 
tablets, etc., continues yet and that the right 
force is now a decided necessity. This is 
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a good, wholesome way to talk during dull 
times, and indications on the surface and 
the general activity of things about the 
mill seem to bear Mr. Young out in his as- 
sertion. He adds that the progress of the 
new concern has been all that could be de- 
sired ; in fact, more than was expected. 

The A2tna Paper Company cannot, spe- 
cifically, be called a reorganization of the 
old White Paper Company, which made its 
disastrous exit from the field with nearly 
half a million of liabilities. The men in 
charge of the 42tna are old, experienced 
paper tradesmen, with the exception of H. 
H. Hoffman, who bought the White plant 
at aneat figure and asa lone bidder. The 
present company has a capital of only $50,- 
000, and is proceeding with the usual mod- 
esty observed in substantial industrial con- 
cerns, Launched conservatively and 
guarded by an economical management it 
gives promise of success. Business devel- 
opments may justify the operation of the 
entire plant at a later date, but this policy 
will not reign at the present. 

This reminds me that Mr. Hoffman and 
W. P. Callahan, of the Levis Paper Com- 
pany, Dayton,and the Ohio Paper Com- 
pany, Miamisburg, are acting as apprais- 
ers of the breweriesof Dayton, which may 
shortly pass into the hands of an English 
syndicate, for a consideration which has 
for a limit $3,000,000, though the final 
amount may be diminished somewhat. Be 
this as it may, anew avenue for immediate 
investment by Daytonians will be opened. 
All are loyal to the city, and will seek no 
other fields. 

Will the paper industry, in any of its 
branches, benefit from these ready millions ? 
Echo answers that there is a possibility— 
mayhap a probability. The Miami Val- 
ley is a productive section, and with all 
the new inventions and discoveries in which 
the staple article, paper, is playing its most 
important part, there is no denying the 
fact that the field is open and resourceful, 
and above all timely, despite political 
conditions. The coming air-ship will be 
made of paper as sure as fate. The pres- 
ent generation will live to witness this revo- 
lution, too. There is no reason why street- 
paving material and doctors’ pills cannot 
be manufactured from paper as well as car 
wheels, silks or bicycles ; is there? Think 
it over leisurely. 

John Stoppleman, of the Weston Paper 
and Manufacturing Company, informs the 
writer that within the course of two weeks 
the Greenfield plant of the Weston Paper 
Company will be making strawboard as 
well aS straw paper. The additién of new 
and improved machinery for that class of 
manufacture is rapidly approaching com- 

| pletion. The Greenfield plant will be one 
of the most complete in existence in the 
Middle States. 

Dr. P. N. Adams, a prominent stock- 
holder in the above-named concern, is 
sojourning at Mount Clemens, Mich., with 
the hope of relieving a severe attack of 
rheumatism. The doctor considers him- 
self his most interesting patient at present,

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


APPLETON, Wis., May 4, 1897. 

Business in the paper industry in the 
valley continues about as in the past. 
There has been an increasing demand in 
some lines and a decreasing demand in 
others. The call for manillas seems to have 
been somewhat affected of late by the large 
stocks on hand. On the whole business is 
in a satisfactory condition, and is holding 
up well with the past. 

The topic of principal interest among 
paper and fibre makers in the valley at 
present is in regard to the decision in the 
case of the American Sulphite Company v. 
the Howland Falls Pulp Company, and the 
effect that it may be expected to have in 
this part of the country as well as in others. 
Your correspondent has interviewed sev- 
eral of the fibre manufacturers in this val- 
ley in regard to the matter, and while vary- 
ing opinions have been expressed, it is 
evident that it is too early yet for anyone 
to feel certain of the outcome. A good 
many digesters in this valley are being 
operated under the patents of S. R. Wagg. 
of this city, and manufacturers using these 
digesters feel that they will be wholly un- 
affected. The date of the application for 
the Wagg patents was September 6, 1888, 
while that of the Russell patents was No- 
vember 15, 1892, and the Wagg patents were 
granted two years before the Russell patents. 
The Russell patents, too, cover a continuous 
lining of cement, used to protect the digester 
shell, while under the Wagg patents the 
digester shell is protected by a lead lining, 
and cement is used only co fasten the bricks 
that are superimposed upon the lead lining. 
The Curtis & Jones digesters are used by 
the Kimberly & Clark Company at its 
mill at Kimberly, and by the Atlas Paper 
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Company of this city. Both these corpora- 
tions, however, are protected by bonds 
against loss in case of infringement. Ce- 
ment-lined digesters are also used at the 
mill of the Combined Locks Paper Com- 
pany, but it is understood that the Com- 
bined Locks people are stockholders in the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company, and 
probably therefore are unaffected. Notice 
has been received here of a meeting to be 
held in New York upon the 11th instant, of 
representatives of firms interested under 
the decision, to devise a plan of campaign. 
It is not known at present whether or not 
Wisconsin will be represented at this meet- 
ing. Several manufacturers say they would 
like to go Eastif they can leave their busi- 
ness, but it is doubtful if they will be able to 
arrange matters. The general opinion seems 
to be that things are not so bad as they 
have been painted, and that ways will be 
found, when the time comes, out of the 
wilderness which seemed at first to lie just 
before. 

The project of adding a new machine to 
the outfit of the Falls Manufacturing Com- 
pany, at Oconto Falls, which has previously 
been referred to in these columns as being 
under contemplation, has taken form and 
will be carried out immediately. A meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the company was 
held last Saturday at the office of the Win- 
nebago Paper Mills in Neenah, at which 
the matter was finally determined upon. 
At the meeting plans for the improvement 
were presented by O'Keefe & Orbison, of 
this city, and were accepted. The machin- 
ery added will comprise a new paper 
machine, probably 86 inches wide, with a 
50-foot wire, and sixteen 48-inch dryers, two 
1,000-pound beating esgines, a Jordan and 
the additional necessary outfit. The machine 
will be driven by a new steam engine, and 
a 150-horse-power steam boiler will be 
added. It is expected that all machinery 
contracts will be let this week, and that the 
machine will be ready to go into operation 
by August 1. 

The Combined Locks Paper Company has 
of late been making some improvements 
about its plant. It has put a 55-foot wire 
upon one of the paper machines and added 
three new top dryers, making twenty dryers 
in all, and started up the machine, whose 
work seems to be greatly benefited by the 
improvement. The company has also just 
finished relining a portion of one of its sul- 
phite digesters. 

A party of gentlemen from Ashland ar- 
rived in thiscity to-day, and it is stated that 
their purpose here is to endeavor to pur- 
chase the mill and business of the Ashland 
Sulphite Fibre Company, a majority of the 
stock of which corporation is held in Apple- 
ton. It is understood that some of the 
members of the present company are will- 
ing to dispose of their holdings and others 
are not, so that the result is involved in 
some doubt. 

The No. 1 mill of the Marinette and Me- 
nominee Paper Company was started up 
again last week. The Marinette people 
are running exclusively upon manillas. It 
is said that they have a large stock in 
their warehouses. 

A small fire occurred the other day in 
the rag room of the Fox River Paper 
Company, in this city, caused by the fric- 
tion of the machinery. The flames were 
extinguished with only nominal damage. 


A. W. Priest, a paper manufacturer of 
Kaukauna, has recently perfected a new 
wood-pulp grinder. It is claimed that 
there are several new features about this 
machine which enable it to produce a 
longer fibre, make more of it and with less 
power than any other machine. The de- 
tails in regard to the mechanism of this 
machine are not yet revealed. 

It is stated to your correspondent that 
the proposition to creditors made by the 
Western Paper Bag Company, detailed in 
my last letter, is very likely to be accepted 
by the creditors. It is stated that the prop- 
osition has already been accepted by 
most of the creditors, and the action of 
but a few more is awaited in order to close 
the matter up. 

A serious accident occurred last Friday 
night to the steam engine at the mill of the 
Atlas Paper Company in this city. The 
belt on the condenser broke, and before 
the latter could be shut off the piston, 
acting as a pump, carried water into the 
low-pressure cylinder, whereupon the [re- 
turn stroke broke the pillar blocks on 
both sides of the engine and wrecked things 
generally, damaging also the rope drive. 
The damage will amount to about $2,000. 
Repairs will take until about June 1, but 
the mill will not be inconvenienced, as 
there is plenty of water power for every 
purpose. 

Walter Sembritzki, whose father is direct- 
or of the Government paper mills, at 
Schloegelmuehl, near Vienna, Austria, has 
come to the Fox River valley to study 
American paper mills and methods. He 
has served his time in various German 
mills and expects to devote several months 
to the mills in this valley and its vicinity, 
as he finds that we are in many respects far 
ahead of the old country. This valley is 
well-known to foreigners as an excellent 
place to find first-class mills in a small 
territory making almost all grades of paper. 
The mills at Schloegelmuehl have four ma- 
chines, and are very large and complete ac- 
cording to their standards. They make 
paper for the Austrian and Roumanian 
currency. This is still made entirely by 
hand. 

They also make paper for postal cards, 
documents, etc., besides all other grades 
from the finest down to print paper, which 
are largely exported to Egypt, India and 
elsewhere. The four paper machines are 
each driven separately by a dynamo, whose 
current is produced by water power. This 
makes it possible to regulate and adjust 
the speed very accurately anywhere from 
30 to 300 feet a minute. After Mr. Sem- 
britzki leaves here he expects to travel a 
few weeks and will then return to assist his 
father in the Austrian mills. He is an 
officer in the Austrian reserves, and in case 
of mobilization of the troops would have to 
take the first conveyance for Vienna with- 
out waiting for formal notice. 

T. H. Latimer, of the Pusey & Jones 
Company, isin the valley on business. 

W. G. Whorton, a former stockholder in 
the Fox River Paper Company, died as the 
result of pulmonary congestion last week 
in Los Angeles, California, at the age of 
seventy-seven years. 

M. M. Valentine has lately departed on 
a business trip to Southern cities. 

Patrick Lynch has accepted a position 
with the Park Falls Paper and Pulp Com- 
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pany. J. Diedrich, foreman of the pulp 
department, has recently removed his fam- 
ily to Park Falls from this city. 

One of the girls in the rag room of the 
Tioga Paper Mill, in this city, found $26 in 
the pocket of an old dress last week. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Howard have re- 
turned to Neenah, after spending the 
winter in the South. Their daughter has 
also just arrived home from a European 
trip. Fox River. 
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CHICAGO, May 5, 1897. 

‘* Business is fair.” This is the response 
received from the leading paper houses. 
The majority of them report a satisfactory 
business for April, considering the condi- 
tion of affairs in general. One house says 
its country trade in April was the largest 
it ever had since it has been in business, 
and it is one of the oldest, too. 

When everything is taken into consid- 
eration the paper houses have no reason to 
complain. Their business is as good as 
that in cther lines of trade. As others 
prosper, so should they. The greater the 
volume of business in general the more 
paper is used. 

The M. J. Fitch Paper Company has 
made a proposition to pay its creditors 50 
cents on the dollar in cash. There is little 
doubt that this offer will be accepted with- 
out hesitancy, as many of the largest 
creditors have already expressed them- 
selves as willing to accept such a proposi- 
tion. It is simply a question of accepting 
this amount now, or a less sum in the 
future. The longer the delay the more 
will be the expense and less there will be 
to divide. This is the way all sensible 
men look at the matter. 

As matters look now there will be little 
or nothing left for the widow beyond the 
$18,000 life insurance left by Mr. Fitch. 


His residence is mortgaged for $10,000, 
which is not far from its real value. 

The M. J. Fitch Paper Company will go 
out of business as soon as its affairs are 
closed, but the American Roll Wrapping 
Paper Company will continue. 

The paper match isasuccess. Col. G. W. 
Condee, the inventor and owner, assures 
me that he has perfected a machine which 
will turn out 500,000 matches in ten hours, 
at a cost not to exceed 3 cents a thousand. 
Tne machine for making these matches is 
18 inches long and 4 feet high, and can be 
built for $100. An additional cost of $24 
will increase the capacity of the machine to 
1,000,000 a day. This is accomplished by 
simply increasing the size of the cylinder. 
One man and one girl is all the help re- 
quired to run the machine. In fact, one 
man can attend to four, but it will require 
one girl to each machine. The card is 
made of manilla paper and is. fed from a 
reel. Each clip holds 100 matches, all of 
which are phosphorous-tipped by one dip. 
The card is stiffened by running through 
shellac. 

A.J. Huck, of the Central Paper Com- 
pany, has been called to his family in Buf- 
falo because of a sick boy on whom a surgi- 
cal operation has been performed. 

The J. W. Butler Paper Company has 
found it necessary to increase its office 
space because of the crowded condition of 
its clerical force. As now arranged the 
city and the country departments have 
separate rooms. This will bring them 
more directly under the surveillance of the 
proper heads and therefore keep them in 
better order. As Mr. Moss expressed it, 
‘** the sheep have been separated from the 
goats.” 

The early Saturday closing of the paper 
houses began May 1, and wil! be continued 
till next fall. 

A big printing house will be started in 
this city about June 1 by the Thomas 
Manufacturing Company, which has se- 
cured the Government contract for furnish- 


ing the United States meat inspection tags 
for the next four years and for paraffining 
all the paper to be used in postage stamps. 
The contract calls for 100,000,000 tags, and 
500 reams of paper a day will be required 
for the postage stamps.

Saturday last, May 1, the city paper 
firms started in on the summer schedule of 
early closing on Saturdays. Heretofore, in 
past seasons, it has been the custom to 
close at 2p. m. on Saturday, but this year 
every paper house will close its doors at 
1 o’clock Saturday afternoon, this policy 
to be continued until October. 

The movement of paper continues of 
limited volume, and the demand is spas- 
modic. Some firms will report improved 
business one day, while others are kicking, 
and a day or two later the conditions will 
be reversed. when the other fellows do the 
kicking. And so it is with the manufac- 
turers; they too complain of the fact that 
orders are not numerous enough or large 
enough to keep the mills running full. 

The condition of the market on fine 
papers is giving the manufacturers serious 
thought, and the policy of closing down the 
mills is being considered. A movement of 
this kind is now under contemplation, and 
considerable correspondence is going on 
between the various manufacturers of fine 
papers, inthe hope that an agreement to 
shut down for thirty days may be per- 
fected. Such a policy would certainly be 
beneficial to the fine-paper mills, for dur- 
ing the shutdown accumulated stocks 
could be moved and prices would be main- 
tained, possibly advanced. Some concerted 
action on this line is a necessity. 

With this object in view manufacturers 
are not buying paper stock very liberally, 


and so the paper stock market is very quiet 
—discouragingly so to those dependent 
upon this line of business. And what a 
long spell of dull, depressed trade the 
paper stock business has experienced since 
the spring of 1893 ! 


A meeting to be held on May 11, and a 
very important meeting it will be, is that of 
the sulphite fibre manufactyrers which will 
take place in New York. That meeting is 
for the purpose of devising ways and means 
for protection against the demands which 
sulphite manufacturers expect will be 
made upon them by the American Sulphite 
Fibre Company for using the ‘* Russell ” 
lining in their digesters—or a lining rather 
that the court has decided to be an in- 
fringement on the ‘‘ Russell” patent. That 
decision has brought about a lot of trouble 
for the sulphite business, and the question 
at issue is how best to overcome the trou- 
ble. That is the subject to be considered 
at the meeting. 


Monday last, May 38, the A. Storrs & 
Bement Company started in on another 
year’s business, the present members of 
the firm having taken charge of the busi- 
ness just ten yearsago. They have built 
upa very large trade which proved profit- 
able, but, like all the paper-jobbing firms, 
they too have experienced some dull periods 
during the past twoyears. But better times 
are coming. 

Henry Minchew, for some six years con- 
nected with John Carter & Co., has severed 
his relations with the house, he retiring 
from the paper trade to take an interest in 
a daily paper published at Norwich, Conn. 
Saturday last was Mr. Minchew’s last day 
with the old house, and while in the store 
bidding his old associates ‘‘ good-bye” he 
was presented with a fine silk umbrella and 
a beautiful emblem of his brotherhood 
order. Arthur Hooper, in making the pres- 
entation, said: 

‘‘As you are about tosever your business 
relations with the house of John Carter & 


Co., we, your fellow employees, can only 
feel a deep regret to lose such a royal good 
fellow and genial companion, and while we 
feel sorry to have you go from us we wish 
you God speed and trust you will be pros- 
perous and happy in your new field of labor. 

‘* As a slight token of love and esteem, I, 
in behalf of your associates, present you 
with this badge of the order of which you 
are amember. While the emblems here 
engraved are alla mystery to us, we know 
that they are sacred to you, and while I 
look upon these inscriptions and characters 
they suggest this thought: ‘May you for- 
ever dwell in the tents of the righteous, 
under the watchful care of the All-seeing 
Eye.’” 

Charles Wilson, the resident representa-

It isa good system, and notonly 
gives employees a chance to enjoy 
themselves on the half holiday but 
stimulates them todo very much better 
work through the week. 


THE representatives of Pan-American 
countries who are to visit this country 
are to be afforded achance to see some- 
thing of the paper trade. Some mem- 
bers of the New York trade have taken 
an interest in the movement, and the 
Holyoke manufacturers also propose to 
entertain the visitors and to show them 
what is going on in this country in the 
way of paper manufacturing. These 
visits by foreign buyers are of sub- 
stantial benefit to the American paper 
trade, and they should be encouraged 
in every possible way. The visitors 
should be shown what is being done 
here in the way of paper manufactur- 
ing, and trade between the countries 
which they represent and our own 
should be stimulated by every legiti- 
mate means.

THERE is undoubtedly a good deal of 
complaint as to the condition of busi- 


ness in the paper trade, and asa rule |} 


mills are not well supplied with orders. 
Yet the buildersof machines and other 
parts of paper-mill equipments are 


having a very fair trade and some of | 


them have an ample supply of requests 
for new goods. Thisis a good sign. It 
at least shows that while the paper 
manufacturer may have cause to grum- 


ble now, he at least is taking heed of | 


the future and is putting his mill in 
up-to-date condition, so as to be pre- 
pared for the best that may happen. 


THE condition of the fine paper mills 
does not seem to be any happier than 
that of mills in other grades, and al- 
ready there is talk of bringing the 
manufacturers together under an agree- 
ment to shut down. It is quite some 
time since the mills were shut down 
under any such agreement, the force 
of circumstances compelling a shut- 
down on the part ot many last summer 
without any meeting or united effort 
on the subject. There is overproduc- 
tion in all lines of paper, and it would 
seem as though a shutdown would be 
of benefit, especially in view of the fact 
that the consumption of paper is not 
up to the normal standard. 


THE decision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals asto the Russell lining for bi- 
sulphite digesters continues to be the 
topic of discussion in trade circles, and 
there is a great deal of speculation 
going on as to just what the outcome is 
to be. Noone appears to know defi- 
nitely whether or not there is to be an 
appeal, but some light will probably be 
thrown on the subject at the meeting 
of those who are most hurt as'the rec- 
ord now stands. They are’going to get 
together next week and endeavor to 
fix on a course of action. While the 
decision means a great deal to very 
many individual concerns, because of 
the money they may have to pay under 
it, it has a most important bearing on 
the entire American sulphite industry, 
and in very many instances figures will 
have to berevised. Those makers who 
purchased license rights under the 
Russell patent long ago are congratu- 
lating themselves and to-day are really 
in a position to be congratulated. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the generally dull 
trade there seems to be something in 
the air encouraging to large undertak- 
ings in the paper and pulp line. In the 
first place there is the formation of a 
company to manufacture artificial silk 
from wood pulp, the operations to be 
carried on on no small scale, while on 
the other hand there is a corporation 
with a capital of such an amount as to 
set one to thinking very hard. This 
latter company is to devote itself en- 
tirely to the Indian corn stalk, utilizing 
it in a number of ways, one of them be- 
ing the converting of it into paper. It 
is to be hoped that both these enter- 
prises will be conducted on substantial 
business lines, and that they can be 
added to the list of successful manu- 
facturing concerns.

Some twenty-five people 
were present, they being lawyers repre- 
senting creditors and officials of various 
banks, very few members of the trade be- 
ing in attendance. 

The liabilities of the company were stated 
to be $435,000, most of it due to banks for 
loans upon securities or for discounted 
notes. Merchandise indebtedness unse- 
cured amounts to about $35,000, divided 
among fifty-three creditors, some $3,800 of 
that being due tothe mill help at Lawrence, 
Mass., and to the clerks of the company’s 
Boston office, Mr. Bacon's assets, accord- 
ing to the book valuation, were put at 
$1,100,000, and yet every species of prop- 
erty owned by Mr. Bacon is covered by 
loans and mortgages. To go into details 
concerning the nature of the assets, or to 
report the particulars concerning the status 
of the various properties making up the 
assets, is hardly necessary. Suffice it to say 
that the equity in the assets is so little that 
if the property is forced for sale the 
unsecured creditors will get nothing. The 
assignee stated thatif time be given so that 
the property and business could be nursed 
creditors would be paid in full and a large 
surplus be realized for Mr. Bacon. 

The meeting lasted two hours and was 
quite lively, with the many questions put 
to the assignee relative to the value and 
condition of the various pieces of property 
owned by Mr. Bacon, who sat behind Mr. 
Snow and gave to the assignee such infor- 
mation as the questions demanded. The 
only action taken at the meeting was the 
appointment of a committee of three— 
Messrs. Weston, Boynton and Blinn, un- 
secured creditors of the State, to examine 
into the affairs of the company and to re- 
port some plan of settlement at the next 
meeting, to be held Tuesday next, May 11, 


at the same place.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market’s movements were narrow and the 
tone of the speculation feverish and unset- 
tled. Call loans on stock collateral were 
easier at 14%@1% per cent. 
were freely offered, but few new engage- 
ments have been made. Ratesare easy at 2 
per cent. for thirty tosixty days; 2'4 percent. 
for ninety days to four months ; 3 per cent. 
for five to seven months, and 3% per cent. 
for longer periods on good mixed Stock 
Exchange collateral. The commercial pa- 
per market is dull. Quotations are 3% ver 
cent. for sixty to ninety-day indorsed bills 
receivable, 33{@4% per cent. for first- 
class, and 4%@¥% percent. for good four to 
six months’ single names. Quite strangely 
the current heavy payments of duties do 
not find reflection in the market for com- 
mercial paper. Foreign exchange was dull 
and steady.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The report of 
the Senate committee on the tariff bill and 
the likelihood of a near settlement of the 
whole vexing question were not without their 
influence on the trade this week.

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The Sulphite Decision. 





The recent decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals sustaining the 
validity of the so-called Russell patent for 
cement lining for sulphite digesters has 
had the effect of causing the sulphite man- 
ufacturers generally to get together. A 
meeting has been called for the purpose of 
discussing the situation and deciding upon 
a course of action to be pursued. It will 
be held at the Hotel Manhattan, New York, 
on:Tuesday, May 11. 

A representative of Tue Paper TRADE 
JourNAL, with a view of ascertaining the 
opinions of sulphite manufacturers, or 
representatives of sulphite manufacturers 
in New York, upon the question, and thus 
to an extent foreshadowing the possible out- 
come of that meeting, saw several, some 
of whom did not want to be quoted, and 
others of whom gave one reason or another 
for not wanting to discuss the matter at 
length. 

George F. Perkins, of Perkins, Goodwin 
& Co., who returned about two weeks ago 
from an enjoyable and beneficial trip in 
California, said briefly that he had not read 
the decision in question as yet, but knew 
what it was; that his firm represented one 
of the companies which was an owner in 
the patent, viz., the Richards Paper Com- 
pany ; that he considered the decision as 
final and binding upon all mills which had 
been using the patent in the same manner 
as the Howland Falls Pulp Company had 
been doing. 

K. B. Fullerton, who represents the Hud- 
son River Pulp and Paper Company, 
Palmer's Falls, N. Y., took his well-known 
ground that his company is not.affected by 
the decision. He said in effect that he 
now had in his possession the full decision 
in the Russell patent case, which he pre- 
sumed had been sent by the American 
Sulphite Pulp Company, but that he had 
not had time to read it, as he had only just 
returned from Europe and had been on a 
continual hustle ever since to catch up 
with his work. He said that the Hudson 
River.Pulp and Paper Company was not 
interested in the decision because it had 
not infringed the Russell patent; that the 
company had used something as a lining 
which had been discovered by one of its 
men and which was kept a secret. It had 
no patent upon it. Secrecy was con- 
sidered better than a patent. He had not 
heard about the contemplated meeting of 


sulphite manufacturers and had not re- 
ceived a notice of the meeting. 

John G. Luke, of the Piedmont Pulp and 
Paper Company, Piedmont, W. Va., was 
frank in his utterances, but he did not want 
too much reported of what he said, although 
some of the things he had himself already 
repeated to the people interested and others 
he would have no hesitation in saying. Mr. 
Luke practically said that, profiting by the 
experiences of others, his company five 
years ago or thereabouts had purchased of 
the American Sulphite Pulp Company the 
right to use the Russell patent forever by 
paying a lump sum of money; that it had 
done so because, although it is said a 
patent in the United States is not good until 
it has been litigated and adjudicated by the 
courts, it believed then that the patent was 
good. The company was not, therefore, so 
much interested in the decision as it 
would be under other circumstances. The 
linings which had been put in by the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company's work- 
men had worked well ever since, and the 
process of manufacturing pulp had gone 
along ever since without trouble or worry. 
The pulp manufacturers who had stood out 
against the demands of the company would 
now, he thought, as a result of the decision 
have to walk up tothe ‘‘ captain's office and 
settle,” and he hoped that every single one 
of them would be made to pay, for the 
reason that he did not want to see others 
get for nothing that which his company 
had had the confidence long before any de- 
cision was rendered to come forward and 
pay for in good faith. 

A gentleman whose request that neither 
his nor his firm's name be published will 
be respected, but whose office is not over 
1,000 miles from one of the large office 
buildings on Beekman street, said that he 
had received a notice that a meeting was to 
be held as above, and that he understood 
that it was merely for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the decision and getting each 
other's opinion about it, rather than for the 
purpose of outlining and deciding upon a 
course of legal action or resistance to be 
followed by sulphite manufacturers. He 
felt sure that the former was what 
the company he represented under- 
stood the meeting’s object to be, 
for if it was the latter he thought that his 
company could not be induced to be repre- 
sented. He stated and reiterated that his 
position in regard tothe decision was to 
respect what rights the owners had, and 


that he did not want to do any man any 
wrorg; but he said that there was a ques- 
tion among some as to whether the present 
determination was the end of the matter, 
and that some lawyers held that there 
could be no further appeal, while other 
lawyers were of the opinion that the case 
could be carried up higher. 

Incidentally, the suggestion made by a 
gentleman elsewhere quoted, and which 
seemed to have been made half in fun and 
half in earnest, that while the sulphite 
manufacturers were assembled at the 
Hotel Manhattan meeting to discuss the 
patent decision it would be well for them 
to also canvass the advisability of taking 
some action looking to an increase in the 
price of sulphite pulp, was repeated to the 
same gentleman. 

It brought forth from him the emphatic 
statement that this had been attempted a 
few years ago and had fallen through ; that 
he did not think that such an organization 
could be perfected, and that if it was it 
probably would not hold together long. He 
referred to the present absurdly low price 
for sulphite pulp, and said that such a 
scheme would be more difficult of accom- 
plishment now than before, for the reason 
that there are more mills now than there 
were then, and that the more mills that were 
concerned the more difficult it would be to 
hold them together and maintain an agree- 
ment. In substantiation of this opinion 
he referred generally to the non-success of 
such attempts which had been made in the 
paper trade in the past, and drew from out 
of his experience, when he was engaged in 
another line of business six years ago be- 
fore he became identified with the paper 
trade, a similar attempt to control prices 
which had been made in his line without 
much success, although there were only 
three or four concerns engaged in the busi- 
ness at the time. He would not include in 
this such combinations as the Standard Oil 
Company, which was a trust where the 
business was pooled under one head. 

Tue Paper TRADE JouRNAL’s representa- 
tive also saw Mr. Richards, of the Richards 
Paper Company, Skowhegan, Me., who is 
of the directorate of the American Sulphite 
Pulp Company, the owner of the Russell 
patent, and who was in the city on his us- 
ual monthly business trip and started 
homeward Thursday evening. He had 
something to say anent the purchase of the 
patent by the American Sulphite Pulp 


as to some of the statements which have 
been quoted already herein. He said that 
the patent had been bought by the Ameri- 
can Company from Mr. Kellner, of Ger- 
many, and Mr. Partington, of England, 
who had been working together upon par- 
allel lines and had combined their interests 
in a firm, under the name of the Kellner- 
Partington Company, and that at the time 
of the sale Mr. Partington had retained a 
large amount of stock in the Ameri- 
can Company. He said that the first 
decision, which was in favor of the 
Howland Falls Pulp Company, was a sur- 
prise, as much to the defendant as to the 
complainant, for the presiding judge had 
ruled very strongly in favor of the patent. 
Upon one point, however, which was very 
important, the lawyer had failed to prepare 
himself and was very weak. That resulted 
in a decision in favor of the defendant. In 
passing he said that the Howland Falls 
Pulp Company had prepared circulars to be 
sent out to the trade announcing that de- 
cision, but had suppressed them because it 
found that if it was not an infringer upon 
the Russell patent under the decision it 
would be an infringer of the patented 
Mitscherlich process. It was therefore 
placed in the position of being between two 
fires. If it hadn't infringed one patent 
it had the other. It was between the 
devil and the deep sea. Continuing, he 
said that the American Sulphite Pulp Com- 
pany had avery broad patent, and it felt 
assured th.t the result of the appeal would 
be favorable to its claims. The decision 
would affect every mill not using the Mitsch- 
erlich process. He estimated that there 
are from forty-five to fifty mills in this 
country manufacturing sulphite pulp, and 
that fully 80 per cent. will be proved to 
have infringed the Russell patent, which 
covers everything except the Mitscherlich 
patent. The company also owned many 
other patents for cement, which, however, 
are not used in the paper trade. 

Before the decision and when the patent 
was first bought, several licenses, he said, 
had been taken‘out by manufacturers in 
the United States. Among them were the 
Piedmont Pulp and Paper Company, the 
Lisbon Falls Fibre Company, and the High 
Falls Sulphite Pulp and Mining Company, 
while all the directors are, of course, using 
them in the mills. He thought that the 
Cushnoc Fibre Company had also taken 
out a license, for it had begun negotiations 


Company, as to the first decision, and also to do so, but he was not sure of that. In 


all about five or six mills outside of those 
belonging to the owners of the patent had 
made such an arrangement. This would 
leave about thirty or thirty-five mills 
which will be affected by the decision. 
Mr. Richards was asked ‘what course the 
American Sulphite Pulp Company would 
now adopt and he said that nothing of that 
nature had been decided yet, and that Mr. 
Russell, who was at the head, would look 
at the matter upon all sides before any 
more was made. He thought that a con- 
servative course would be adopted, yet the 
company considered that it should have 
some return for the money and time 
which had been expended in establishing 
the validity of the patent. He thought 
that no other member of the directorate 
could say any more in the present status of 
the case. In the case of those who did not 
see fit to settle, the first step necessary 
would be to make a demand upon them for 
damages. He thought, however, that the 
manufacturers should welcome any im- 
provement which would enable them to re- 
duce the cost of manufacture. The selling 
price of sulphite, he thought, was altogeth- 
er too low, and, if he was not misunder- 
stood, he expressed himself in favor of 
adopting some method to increase the price, 
although he bore in mind the fact that al- 
though one attempt had been recently made 
in that direction it had resulted in nothing ; 
yet it came very near going through. Mr. 
Richards was also questioned in reference 
to the right of the defendant, the Howland 
Falls Pulp Company, to make an appeal to 
a higher court from the last decision, and 
he replied that as he understood it, when 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which is a new court, was established, it 
was for the purpose of relieving the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which 
was overloaded with work, and that for that 
reason any decision of the lower court was 
generally considered final and binding. No 
appeal would be allowed by the court, he 
thought, except upon the presentation of 
the strongest possible bill of exceptions. 


Edwin T. Bennett, ex-manager of the 
Bay City (Mich.) 7rzdbune, has brought a 
$25,000 damage suit against 7rzbune stock- 
holders, John F. Eddy, E. A. Cooley and 
E. T. Carrington, who had him arrested on 
the charge of embezzling $10,000. The 
case against Bennett, after dragging along 
several months, was nolle prossequied.

FreDeRIcK A. PHILLIPs. 

Frederick A. Phillips died of Bright's 
disease April 29 at his house, 80 East Sev- 
enty-seventh street, New York. He was 
born in South Wales, and was the son of 
William Phillips, a British artist of some 
note, who was engaged by the United States 
Government as an engraver for the Coast 
Survey. Mr. Phillips was educated in 
Washington, and for a number of years was 
superintendent of the Berlin & Jones 
Envelope Company, New York. About 
1887 he resigned his position with that 
house to engage in the fancy goods and sta- 
tionery business and established the firm of 
Phillips & Co., whose store was on Third 
avenue, near 125th street, New York.

Litigation Settled.

Falls Sulphite Pulp and Mining Company 
against the Seymour Paper Company. 
Judge Swift, the receiver for the plaintiff 
company, addressed the court in regard to | 
the case.

that since the comnicncement of the action 
he had become the assignee of the com- 
pany ; that the defense was that the sale 
was by sample, and that the quality of the | 
pulp furnished was not up to the quality of | 
the sample, but an offer of $27 a ton in | 
settlement had been made, which he 
deemed a fair price, and asked the court 
for leave to settle on that basis, which was 
granted. 

The case of the Rand Drill Company 
against the High Falls Sulphite Pulp and 
Mining Company has also been settled by 
Judge Swift, and the case was stricken 
from the calendar.

Paper from Cornstalks. 





The placing of the stock of the Marsden 
Company in the unlisted department of 
the Philadelphia Stock Exchange and the 
subsequent activity in the stock have led to a 
number of inquiries regarding the status 
of the company from people in the paper 
trade, as it is generally understood that 
the company was organized for the pur- 
pose, among others, of converting into a 
commefcial product the cellulose of the 
Indian cornstalk, the operations to be car- 
ried on under the patents of Mark W. 
Marsden, of Philadelphia. 

The Marsden Company was organized 
last February under the laws of New Jer- 
sey with a capital stock of $50,000,000— 
$35,000,000 common stock and $15,000,000 
preferred stock at a par of $100. The pre- 
ferred stock is entitled to 6 per cent., after 
which common and preferred stockholders 
share equally in the remaining surplus. 
O: the common stock $17,500,000 has been 
issued to the Marsden Development Com- 
pany and the American Cellulose Company 
in payment of plant, etc., and $2,500,000 
issued as a bonus to subscribers to the pre- 
ferred stock on which 5 per cent. in cash 
has been paid in, giving the company $125,- 
000 actual cash working capital, The last 
instalments on the preferred stock will be 
called this month and in June, which will 
give the company $125,000 additional cash, 
making $250,000 in all. The amount of 
stock in the treasury available for future 
development of the business is: Common 
stock, $15,000,000; preferred stock, $14 - 
750,000 ; total, $29,750,000. 

The outstanding common stock is full 
paid and non-assessable, and covers prop- 
erty and patents of the company. Any 
subsequent issue of the common stock will 
be for development purposes only. Wil- 
liam W. Gibbs, of Philadelphia, is the presi- 
dent of the company and has succeeded in 
placing big blocks of stock among capital- 
ists in Philadelphia, New York and Boston.

The company will have three factories— 
located in Rockford, Ill., Owensboro, Ky., 
and Chester, Pa. 

The Marsden Company proposes to do 
things on a gigantic scale. The prospec- 
tus of the Marsden Live Stock Food Com- 
pany, issued soon after the patents applied 
for by Mr. Marsden were granted, and 
which company’s interests it 1s understood 
are now identical with those of the Marsden 
Company, contains a clear and extended 
exposition of what the inventor claims to 
have discovered,and of the many wonder- 
ful and varied uses to which the discovery 
can be put. From the waste .cofnstalk 
product, which it is estimated has in some 
years aggregated over 160,000,000 tons in 
the United States, Mr. Marsden proposes 
to manufacture a new corn product for live 
stock, packing for armor plates, and paper 
pulp. 

Corn pith, it is claimed, has properties 
which for many purposes make it superior 
to any substance known. One ot the prom- 
inent uses to which it may be put is its 
ability to absorb great quantities of water 
quickly. For this reason it is said to be 
better and cheaper than any other sub- 
stance for packing between the inner and 
outer shells of war vessels. This packing 
is put under pressure and if pierced by a 
projectile it has the property of absorbitig 
water and swelling with such rapidity as to 
close the hole before water can enter the 
vessel. The naval department at Washing- 
ton has conducted extensive experiments 
with corn pith for use in vessels, and the 
results have been so satisfactory that it has 
been adopted and specified for use in the 
construction of all new vessels. 

In the process of the extraction of the 
pith from field-cured corn-fodder, the ma- 
chinery for which has been patented by 
Mark W. Marsden and is owned by the 
Marsden Company, the blades and husk 
are first removed and the stalks are cut up 
into small pieces. These pieces are passed 
into a mill, where the shell is broken and 
the greater portion of the pith is separated 
therefrom, and together with the broken 
shell passed downward through a chute to 
an air shaft, where the pith is separated 
from the fibrous part of the stalk by means 
of an air blast and the difference in the 
specific gravity of the components. The 
pith comes outin one receptacle and ground 
stalk in another. This ground material is 
termed the “‘new corn product,” and ex- 
periments with this food at the Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment Station show 
the *“‘new corn product” to be a_ valu- 
able stock food, and to be richer in eom- 
position than the whole fodder.

The Amended Tariff Bill. 


The Dingley Tariff bill as reconstructed 
by the Sub-Committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance was reported to the Sen- 
ate on Tuesday. Many important changes 
have been made by the Senate Committee. 
Those of interest to the paper trade are as 
follows : 

Mechanically ground pulp 
changed from one-twelfth of 1 cent per 
pound to 7% cents per hundredweight, 
and a proviso is added ‘‘ that if any coun- 
try or dependency shall impose an export 
duty on pulp wood, the amount of such ex- 
port duty shall be added as an additional 
duty when imported from such country or 
dependency.” 

A paragraph is added providing for a 
duty of 1 1-12 cents per pound and 15 per 
cent, ad valorem on filter masse or filtered 
stock composed of wood pulp.

Editor of The Paper Trade Journal : 

Sir—In yourissue of Saturday last you 
publish a letter from Andrew Masson, of 
London, England, in which he alludes to 
some remarks of mine contained in an ar- 
ticle you published on March 20, entitled 
«« Nuisances In and Around Paper Mills.” 

Mr. Masson heads his letter ‘‘ A Correc- 
tion,” but he corrects nothing! His letter 
is 16 inches long, and a dozen of these are 
devoted to a statement of the case: ‘‘ Bals- 
ton v. the Medway Paper Mill Company” 
and Mr. Masson’s connection therewith, the 
facts of which I donot dispute, neither mis- 
represent. The only point on which I ex- 
pressed dissent from Mr. Masson's recom- 
mendation in the above case was that in 
reference to putting cold water into boiled 
stock, which tends to harden the dirt in the 
stuff and renders its elimination more 
difficult afterwards, a fact which Mr. 
Masson himself had to admit when cross- 
examined by Mr. Waddington. 

I have therefore nothing to- alter or re- 
tractin what I then stated ; but to repeat, 
and repeat emphatically, all I then said 
against the use of cold water on scalding 
hot stock of the kind used by the Medway 
Paper Mill Company,and which opinion 
will be endorsed by everyone accustomed 
to dealing with this class of material. 

Mr. Masson’s plan might destroy the 
stink from the dirty material, but he might 
have done this in another way, and without 
injury to the stock. There is an old but 
rather coarse saying which says: ‘‘ there 
are twenty ways of killing a cat besides 
choking it with butter!” 

Mr. Masson need not poke fun at the 
‘‘old washerwoman” or the ‘‘ modern 
laundry maid,” if he likes the expression 
better. There is considerable analogy 
between washing dirty clothes and boil- 
ing and cleansing dirty rags in a paper 
mill, and men of sense are always ready 
and willing to learn wisdom and pick up 


ideas from the commonest affairs of 
life. A certain class of men are enjoined 
to ‘‘ goto the ant,” to ‘‘ study her ways” 
and ‘‘ be wise!’ Yours truly, 
James HA t.

Paper Machines for Japan. 





As the readers of THE JOURNAL know, 
the Black & Clawson Company, of Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, has had recent orders for three 
paper machines for Japan. Two of the 
machines have been shipped by way of 
Seattle, and the third, which was ordered 
by Mr. Onodera, superintendent and gen- 
eral manager of the Tokyo Straw Board 
Company. has been on the assembling floor 
of the Black & Clawson Company for a 
week or so, and has been the centre of a 
great deal of interest. It will probably 
start on its trip to its home during next 
week, 

It is the intention of the purchaser to 
manufacture high-grade papers on this 
machine, such as fine book, writing, and 
lithographic, etc., and for that reason 
special care has been employed in its con- 
struction in order to fully meet the require- 
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ments of handling successfully the peculiar 
kind of paper stock found in that country, 
rice straw being largely used. 

The Fourdrinier part of this machine is 
built for wires 50 feet in length and 110 
inches in width, and some special features 
connected therewith are of striking merit; 
one is, hanging the breast roll inside and 
under the shake rails. By unscrewing 
a bolt at each side, the breast roll can be 
lowered quickly upon trucks and removed. 
This feature does away with hoisting and 
disturbing the flow box, apron board and 
its connections, which in this machine all 
remain fixed and stationary. It also en- 
ables a machine tender to put on a new 
wire in less than one-third the time usually 
consumed for that purpose. The shake ar- 
rangement of the Fourdrinier is an abso- 
lutely new feature in this machine, and is 
the invention of its builders. The shake 
beam carrying the breast roll is cast in one 
piece and is supported on each end by 
double link standards, thus making a 
double-pivoted parallel motion. The vi- 
bration is thus broken, made easy and all 
wear of parts obviated. The driving 
mechanism for producing the vibratory 
movement is a self-contained arrangement, 
and acts independently of any other part 
of the machine. The. base is cast in one 
piece like the bed plate of a steam engine, 
and supports the cone pulley and fly wheel, 
the former regulating the speed of vibra- 
tion of breast-roll shake while the latter is 
connected and attached to the breast-roll 
beam at a point equal in distance from the 
floor to its centre; a 1-inch belt running 
over the cone can operate this shake suc- 
cessfully.. 

The pipe fittings of the Fourdrinier part 
throughout are of highly polished brass. 
The tables, bars, hangers and rolls—the 
latter 3% inches in diameter—are also of 
brass. The save-alls are made in sections 
to aid removal without taking down any 
part of the machine. They are supported 
on strong standards and light beams and 
can be handled by one man with ease. 
The deckle frames, slices, pulleys, guards,

tial. The principal feature about the 
deckle frame is that it rests upon ball 
and socket joints which allow the en- 
tire frame to be lifted without removing 
a single bolt. The cross. bars are 
graduated—something entirely new—and 
this enables the machine tender or operator 
to set his deckle at a glance to any width of 
paper up to width of wires. The wire 
stretcher is arranged with a screw and 
bevel gear, and a lever-eccentric mechan- 
ism at each end of the roll. By this hand- 
wheel appliance the operator can move 
both ends of the roll simultaneously stand- 
ing at either side of the machine, while by 
using the lever eccentric in conjunction, 
either end of the roll can be moved inde- 
pendently of the other The machine is 
arranged with three vacuum boxes, each 
separate from the other, and capable of 
being removed by one person on the front 
side of the machine. These boxes rest upon 
light iron guide ways planed to a gauge. 
The suction pipes under these vacuum 
boxes can be easily and quickly discon- 
nected to aid removal of boxes, as they are 
connected to the pipes of the pump bya 
corrugated rubber tube which is clamped 
to the suction pipes, forming an air-tight 
joint. When the clamp is released the 
rubber tube drops, the connection is broken 
and the boxes can be removed. The degree 
of suction is regulated in each box by a valve 
operated on the attendant’'s side of the ma- 
chine. An automatic device in front of the 
couch rolls is made to perform the service 
of cutting the sheet on the wire, doing 
away with the old method of picking it

from the couch rolls. This device consists 
of atraveling nozzle through which a stream 
of water plays as it passes across the wire, 
the action of the water separating the pulp. 
The couch rolls are made of gun metal, 
18 inches in diameter, the bottom roll be- 
ing supported in water-cooling, bronze- 
lined, ring self-oiling bearings, and is so 
designed that the boxes can be quickly re- 
moved to facilitate the putting on of new 
wires. 
bell crank arms pivoted to the upper part 
of the main frame and operated by means 
of ascrew, worm gearing and hand-wheel 
mechanism, which a boy could operate 
easily and effectively. Following the couch 
part is a foot bridge and brass hand rail or 
guard and a vacuum box for felts. 
under press rolls are each 18 inches in diam- 
eter, rubber covered or jacketed, and the 
upper press rolls are each 18 inches in diam- 
eter and covered with gun metal. The under 
press rolls are set in bearings similar to those 
used below the under couch rolls. The top 
roll bearings are of the lever type, pivoted 
to a standard resting upon the main frame 
of the machine.

equipped with a receiving dryer 24 inches 
in diameter and twelve others each 48 
inches in diameter, arranged in two 
tiers, six above and six below, with two felt 
drying rolls each 36 inches in diameter, set 
above and below, for drying top and bot- 
tom felts. The first four dryers of the lower 
tier are provided with vibratory doctors or 
scrapers to keep the rolls clean. The 
second section consists of five dryers, each 
48 inches in diameter, placed two above 
and three below, with felt arrangements 
for top and bottom. The first three dryers 
of this section are covered with copper to 
prevent adhesion of size cr any chemical 
| action on the metal. Between these two 
sections of dryers, above noted, is a size 
press consisting of two 18-inch rolls, the 
under one being rubber covered, while the 
upper one is jacketed with gun metal. 
Immediately following the finishing end of 
the dryers are placed two brass dampening 
rolls for use in moistening the paper before 
passing to the two stacks of calenders. 
Each of these stacks contains nine rolls, 
and is provided with a finger-feed for au- 
tomatically putting the paper through the 
calenders. An improved slitting machine, 
with patent topslitters, and a four-shaft com- 
pensating winder driven from a cone drum 
for the proper regulation of speed are also 
included, both of these being built under 
Black & Clawson patents. The machine 
is driven by the cone pulley system (Mar- 
shall’s), all pedestal bearings are ring self- 
oiling and the gearings are wood mortised. 
The friction cone pulleys are all bushed 
with composition metal and provided with 
Shartle patent oilers, which latter device 
permits the attendant to oil the pulley while 





in motion. The pedestals are all cast in 
one piece, hence solid, while the cone pul- 
leys upon the floor are provided with 
powerful patent friction clutches, and 
operated from the front side of the machine. 
The paper-rolls throughout are made of 
brass and polished. The dryers are all of 
the seamless type (Black’s patent), and are 
equipped with the Roach patent steam 
joint. The gears are covered with guards 
for personal protection; an iron footwalk is 
also constructed along the gear side of the 
dryers, with stairway and brass rails. The 
frame is from new patterns, made strong 
and open, for the Japanese machines. 
Gotham screens are also supplied, and 
much else which must pass unnoticed. 

Briefly stated, the whole machine affords 
a striking{exhibit of what has been achieved 
by its builders, during past years, in inven- 
tion, constructive skill and finely finished 
workmanship, applied to producing modern 
paper making machinery. 

It will be shipped this week to its owners 
in Tokio, where buildings of Japanese bricks 
have been constructed in which to place it, 
and where the walls are built in sections 
and connected by bridges, to provide against 
destruction by earthquakes, which are of
